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Statistics Canada the projects to be funded. 

The philosophy of the program is to rely on 
research scholars themselves to propose the 
topics for investigation rather than seek out 
authors for pre-arranged studies. The 
significance of the problem to be examined and 
the evident capacity of the proponent to carry 
out the research, along with the ingenuity and 
innovativeness with which census data will be 
used, will be important criteria in selecting the 
projects to be recommended. Proposed studies 
should also be demonstrably feasible, be of 
broad rather than of specifically local interest 
and, preferably, should not deal with issues 
that have been or are being intensively studied 
through other programs. 


1971 CENSUS RESEARCH PROGRAM 


Following their inquiry about research 
interests in connection with the 1971 Census of 
Canada (see FOLIO February 14, 1974), the 
Social Science Research Council of Canada 
(SSRCC) has announced an agreement with 
Statistics Canada to arrange jointly a series of 
analytical studies that will make important 
applications of data from the 1971 Census. 

Statistics Canada will provide funds in the 
form of contracts for research with authors of 
proposed studies, sufficient to support about 10 
monograph-length studies. 

SSRCC has established an advisory panel 
and an evaluation procedure to adjudicate 
proposals made to it and will recommend to
